the Marquis of Salisbury declared he 
would have thrown out the bill if he 
could. Ia his bitter discomfiture he 
abused the measure in terms showing 
his shortcomings as a leader. Unlike 
Lord Béaconsfield, he bas neither pa- 
tience, steadtastoess por the 
spirit of concession. At the 
private meeting the revolt was 
led by the Duke of Richmond, who 
openly warned his colleagues ol the 
dangers of the proposed course. Lord 
Salisbury’ s lack of self-control and ob- 
stinacy are jeopardizing his Lordship 
at the moment when his great rivals 
and foreign policy strengthens the 
Liberal partv. There are rumors of 
the tories rallying around the Duke of 
Richmond and Sir Staffurd Northcote, 
Lord Salisbury sulking and refraio- 

ing from attendance upon Parliament. 

The Government is blamed for un- 
derrating the Irish police grievances 
by neglecting to distribute the speciai 
grant. An opportunity was given for 
an agitation largely fictitious accord - 
ing to the formula long recognized in 
{reland, “ Ask and it shall be given.” 
All accounts agree that the state of 
ireland is greatly improving under 
Kari Spencer and Mr. Trevelyan.
